wife, Itis well worth while to notice that the
best character in the Holy Scriptures is that of
the model wile, We challenge the world to bring
forth from any and ull the mausoleums of ancient
arl & pleture of woman worthy to be compared
to that delineation of a good wite which yon
have heard read from thie imperishable page of
antiquity. This chapter consists of twenty-two
verses, ench verse in succession beginning with
an additionpal Jetter of the Hebrew alphabet.
It is an able delineation of female character,
und ooe feels detight in closely contemplating it,
How can I present s portraiture of & model
wife better than by ealling your attention to
the etriking featmres of this Divine portralture ?
First of uiﬁ let me call your attention to that
which strikes me the wost—I1 refer to the good
wile's industry, ldlenesa is the author ot the
most crnel diseases and of all mischnef, There
s not & part in all the good wife's housshold or
character which 18 pernicions, Tne whole ple-
ture is Hghted up with attractive industry; she
maketh hersell coverings of tapeatry: her
clothing l& =silk and purple; she maketh fipe
linen and selleth 1, and delivereth girdles
unto the merchant, sShe is not only to
superintend all the activities of her housenold,
but she i= to take a personal, systematic, and
dally look at things in general, to see that all
goes oriderly and Illll'lnl)l'll()!lﬂi}'. 80 that her
activity will bring her health and streneth, as
well a5 happiness. Now, my friends, might not
some of the refined, delicate members of our
modern society lind & useful nole here? The
idea seems to prevail In these enlightened days
that anything like work in woman is valgar and
degrading—that 1t belongs to the common peo-
ple. Do not these people eat and drink the
same as we do? Al we want is common
sense; and if there was a lttle more of it,
then these ldeas would die out. This
notion ahout work being vulgar s as
pernicious as it is ridiculous.  Instead of doing
a4 the Bible says ought to be done, “She girdeth
her loins with strength, and strengtheneith her
armg,” the lndies now-a-days gird their loins with
whalebone and lengtheneth their forme with
colton. My friends, the notions that have
crept into modern society are prejudicul to in-
dustry, and deserve the severest rebuke. The
speaker then made n comparison between the
women of the present day and those in the times
of Alexander the Great, Then they were nccus-
tomed to make thewr own garments, but
now it s the custom o have
them made. Then the women spun and
wove eloth, but oh, how changed are the times !
Alexander the Gireat’s garments were made by
his own sisters, The lpdustrious wife iz no
slave. She superintends ber domestic circle,
and, if need be, lends o helping hand, “*Her
hosbund s known in the gates when he sitteth
among the elders of the lands,” 1t is not difficult
to tell the husband of a good wife, not unl," by
bis felicitous manver, but youn may know him
by the very color of his shirt, When you see a
married man whose garments are torn or solled,
you may be pretty sure that he has at home not
one of those whom Solomon says cometh from

the Lord; but one that my friend Tal-
mege eays comes from the other side.
The good wife takes goods of do-

mestic manufacture, and then has the salis-
faction of saying, | made them mysell, and
didn’t import them at m{u husband’s expense.
Some persons may think that it 8 o
trifliog matter; we do not so consider
it ese little matters in dress have much to
do with tlie happiness of domestic life, The
neglect of little things like the above are sure
to disturb domestic peace. Of course you will
not understand me as saying snything in de-
fense of those who nahere to all the tancy con-
trivances of modern construction. We do not
advoocate any extravaganee in dre<s, put think
it {8 an odlous sight to eee a woman arrayed
in all the paraphernalla of modern
days. The good wife studies to be economical
in her domestic arrangements. There ls such o
tl;inE na industry without g?od manngoement,
Work, work, work. trudge, trudge, trudge, and
ot no order, are the effects of mismauagement,
ere 48 & word not In the dictionary which is
applicable to this case, and that is “gumption.”
It plans well, and it manages well, Some work,
but it never amounts to anything: they have
no faculty., A woman may speak French,
German,or Spanish, andjunderstand all the mys-
teries of musie, and not understand domestic
economy ; and yet, if she bas not a mission, 1t
profiteth her nothiog, Now, everything by the
plcture : this good one suys that she was an ad-
miruble mansger. She is pot only an econom st
of time, but everything else that a trae and
noble woman ought w be. Bhe evidently dia
not go to midoight balls, ete, S|he gave her
orders, and everything was settled admirably.
‘“She is like the merchant ships ¢ she bringeth
her 10od from afar, The heart of ber husband
doth sately trust in her, 50 that he shall bave
no need of spoil.” Beeause of so much wisdom
and prudence that she displays.there 1s =0 much
ecomomy and trangoillity in her  domestic
affairs. There are many men who would under-
stand this expression about spoil without mueh
exegesis, How many, because of the want of
prudence, because of the love of attractive dis-
play, have been led into unnatural stimulation
of business, to hazardous speculation and utter
ruin! Bot many g man has been saved from ull
this by the good munagement of the guardian
angel of s honsehold, Muany s man ou the
verge of ruin hus been, by the cheerful words
of lls wile, stimulsted to new exertlons, and
iressed onward with renewed vigor, Thus the
Lrart of the husband again fully trusts in the
good wile, not only 10r good management, but
for good counsel. Wedo not mean that the
husband should Initiate his wife inw all the de-
tails ot his commercial affairs, any more than
that wife should inwoduce to him all that per
talne to honselold matters, There are some
men who are such philosophers that they never
consult women, They say, “What do they
know about business?! Let them look alter
thelr bubles; thatis enongh for them,” The
#pesker then related the story of the phlloso-
pher who had nto‘)pm.l hefore & tauner's
fhop, who hud for & sign & plece of board with »
hole through It and & cell's tail protud-
ing from it. The philosopher had atnrp before
when the tanner observing hiw, thought

“No, sir!" “What are you then?” *'1 am a
philosopher, and have been standing here for
an hour t'ryinu to determine bow that calf got
through that hole,” Now that is about the kind
ot a philosopher who won't consalt his wife, The
various other traits that wake up s troe and
ood woman's character were disoussed at length,

¢ cited several examples to show the effect of
00d example to children, two of which particu-
arly attracled eur attention. When Lafayette
went (o see the mother of Washington, he spoke
of her pon's achicvements in the cnm;;’ and in
the Presidential chalr, She lstened to him, and
then said, “'I am not surprised, for George was
a pgood boy; he was made inat good boy at
home,” Amopng the last words of that great
patriot and statesman, that eloquent ora-
tor, Henry Clay, were “Mother! mother!
mother!” Fifty summers had pussed over the
grave of that Christian woman, and yet here
wns the son, upon the bed of death, heard eall-
ing upon her name, that name that had been
firet uipon bis lips in infancy.

LARGE FIRE THIS MORNING.
cpn bt e
Flour and Feed Mills in the Twenty-

Sevemth Ward Destroyed—Loss Ahout

$60,000,

This morning, about ome o'clock. a fire broke out
m the extensive flour and fead mill ownod and oo-
cupled by Meturs, Peterson & Marshall, T'he build-
ing is eituated om the south side of Market stroot,
near Thirty<@ral. It is m large bullding, boing Oity
foot front by mxty foot deop, and four storiesin
height, and has & basement of the same dimensions
uh the main bullding. The botlers were situsted in
a xmall out-bullding In the toar. 1be machinery
was also In the rear of the building, but under the
gamp 100f,

It was o subatantinl strueture, and was ercoted
nbout mx years ago. The machinery was of the
best make In_the counlry, There aro low establlish-
ments in the United States tor manufacturimg flonr
more complete than this one, althoueh there are
s0me ISFgEr ones. wholo bunding, with its
contonts, was destroyed. Nothing was saved, not
even tho fire 'proaf containing the books and papers,
on mod unt of the rapidity with whioh the flames
wpread,
pTho surrounding propertios, owing to the stillness
of the mght, were not much dumaged by fire, but
wete wnnidurubhv injured by water, The firem-n,
soving they could not save the mill, curned tueir
sttention  to  the adjoining propertien, and b
keeping the roots continusily wet thoy were saved,
potwithstanding an ymmense number of cinders
wete constantly ahghting upon them, The signt
was one of the grandost ever witnessod ; millions of
sparks fiying in all directions, and hehting in
various places presented a most boauuful effvet.

The building was woith sabout ten thousand dol-
lare, There was about flitoen thousand dollars worth
of machinery in the buillding at the time o1 the (re;
this, with the stock on bhand, will amount to about
sixty thousand dollars, upon which there 18 an in-
gnrance of about foriy thonssnd dollarsin tho Royal,
Reliance, and other tern companies,

T'here was no one at work about the building at
the time or the fire. A light is always left burning,
#0 that the policeman on duty coula see there was
no one 1m the mill,

The policeman on duty oassed the bmiding about
fifteon minutes bofore the fire broke out, He looked
and saw sverything all right He had got as far as
the bridge when bhe h the ory of fire, He immo-
dintely went to the box at the bridge, but it was not
in order. He then went to the box at the Penusyl-
vania depot and soonded the alurm. Nothmng is
known about the origin of the dre, but It is supposed
to be the work of an incondiary,

1he ruins were still smoking when we visited the
building this morning, and acother alarm Wis
soundod, which brought some of the West Phila-
delpma companies to the spot, but themwr services
were pot necded, Workmen are now engaged i
pulling down the walls, The amount of insurance,
uE (or ps wo cou d ascortaiu, was as follo ws;—Hoval,
#6000; Reidance, 860C0. The Royal has also §7000
on the maohionery.
